3. Approve part of the House 
Increases of 250 million for quick 
expansion of the military airlift 
and 207 million for modernization 
of the Army. 
Chavez discounted any idea that 
recent rocket rattling and tough 
talk by Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev and other Soviet spokesmen 
had caused support for bigger de­ 
fense spending.

COLD SPRING HARBOR, N. Y. 
(A Pl—The night workers’ lot is 
often not a happy one. 
It is even worse for those on 
swing shifts who must work some 
days and some nights in the same 
week. 
One reason for difficulty, scien­ 
tists are finding, is that night and 
awing hours can upset curious 
clocks that keep time in our bod­ 
ies 
and r e g u l a t e 
important 
•tiythms of living. 
Better knowledge of the clocks 
may aid night workers. 
These strange biological clocks 
are lieing discussed at a 10-day in­ 
ternational conference of 100 sci­ 
entists at the lx>ng Island Biolog­ 
ical Laboratory. 
In 
humans, 
the 
clocks 
time 
daily cycles in body temperature, 
output of adrenal hormones, dis­ 
ease-fighting 
white 
blood 
cells, 
blood sugar governing fatigue and 
alertness and other functions. 
Similar clocks in birds, bees, 
cockroaches, 
plants 
and 
almost 
•11 forms of life also seem to run 
generally on a 24 hour cycle. 
The human clocks do not all 
keep the same time. Body tem ­ 
perature, usually reaches a peak 
in the afternoon, a low in the 
early morning hours. But adrenal 
glands 
generally pour out 
hor­ 
mones just before your normal 
morning waking hour to help you 
meet the challenge of a new day. 
Switching to night work can throw 
the clocks off schedule Some peo­ 
ple can reset their clocks more 
easily 
than 
others, 
or 
already 
have clock*, that make them feel 
best at night.

CHESTER, W. Va. (AP)—With 
a mere 400 miles or more to go, 
the hiking British sergeants start­ 
ed off again today after spending 
the night about two miles east of 
here.

Maloney, 33, 
bronzed

healthy after walking about 2,620 
miles from San Francisco, strode 
through the Ohio River city of

The two pedestrians are trying

sociate direc tor of the Naval Research 
Laboratory in Washington, was awarded 
the Distinguished Civilian Service Award 
bi the Navy. He told how ( itching rain- 
vv ater brought him the au ard 
The citation honored King for his con­ 
tribution "to the development and direct­ 
ion of a long - range detection program 
which resulted in a system which provid­ 
ed conclusive evidence of the first atomu 
explosion by a foreign power." 
In Mmple terms. Dr. King found out m 
1949 that Russia had caught up with Am­ 
erica .n the field of nuclear fission. How? 
"It was with rainwater." King explained 
‘ And it was accidental in some respect." 
The Air Force was in sole charge of de- 


t rating radioactivity in the 
late 
1940s 
King * team at the Naval Research lab 
“ went off all on our own.’ because secrecy 
precautions kept th* Air Force from tell- 
i! . the Navy what it was doing' 
Dr. King explained that whenevei 
it 
rained it* was found that gamma - ray 
(Geiger) counter* increased activity. The 
rain acted as a "scavenger," cleaning the 
atmosphere of radioactive dust. 
After an American A-bomb test in the 
Pacific, the naval scientists simply went 
up to the roof of their laboratory and col­ 
lected the rain that fell there. This enabled 
them to determine that a nuclear explos­ 
ion had occurred 9.000 miles away. 
Needless to say. the U. S. quickly began 
putting "rain-barreLs ’ all a r o u n d the 
world. When their c o n t e n t s showed a 
certain level of radioactivity. Naval Scien­ 
tists knew the Russians had equalled Am­ 
erica’s atomic feat.
